2. Claims 1-6, and 8-10 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitations of "wherein the current profile of the booster current is switched from the 
increased value or the longer duration to the standard value and the standard duration 
when the number of injections with the increased value of the booster current exceeds a 
maximum value." as set forth in claim 1 is not anticipated or made obvious by the prior 
art of record in the examiner's opinion. Furthermore, the other cited references, as well 
as the art found within the examiner's search scope have not anticipated or made 
obvious these specific limitations either.
